Mr. Thurston Replies to What He Calls

Washington, November 21.—(Special.)— 
The inrypression is gaining ground among 
the members of the foreign committees of 
both houses of congress that the distribu- 
tion to them of copies of the Blount report 
concerning Hawaii and causing abstracts 
of the same to be publisheqd in the news- 
papers, indicate ‘that the administration 
will lay the whole matter before congress 
for final action. 

This would be necessary only in the 
event that the provisional government de- 
clines to step down and out without objec- 
tion or resistance. If the queen is restored 
before congress meets, it would not be 
necessary to call on congress for any ac- 
tion, but if the provisional government 
resists the restoration of the queen, as un- 
doubtedly jt will, and makes the use of 
force necessary to restore her, it is be 
lieved the administration will ask the au- 
thority of congress beforaaising force, in- 
asmuch as the use of force to overthrow 
the provisiont] government would be an 
act of war. It is the opinion of Judge Cul- 
berson, of Texas, and Mr. Patterson, of 
Tennessee, as well as of other prominent 
democrats, that Minister Willis bad no in- 
structions to use force, but to secure if 
possible a peaceful restoration of the mon- 
archy. They think if he finds it impossible 
to bring this about he will cease any effort 
in that direction and report to this govern- 
ment, and the whole matter will be laid be- 
fore congress by the president. 

W hat Will Mr. ®teveland Say? 

President Mlevdarky spends ia large 
share of his time preparing his annual mes- 
sage to congress. It is said that Hawaiian 
matters will be presented in the regular 
message and not in*a special message, as 
is sometimes the ease with particular sub- 
jects. The report upon Elawaiian corres- 
pondence will no douwbt ‘be sent an as a 
special document and will be referred to 
in the regular message. The probabili- 
ties tare that the mesgage will pe a 
long one owing to the importance of sev- 
eral subjects to be discussed, not only 
on the Hawaiian subject, but the tariff. 

At the state department today it was 
said that newspapers had been given every- 
thing in the Hawaiian mmtter except in- 
structions to Mr. Willis. It was stated 
mat there would be no information on 
this given out and that the instructions 
would be made public in Honolulu and 
come to this country from over the sea. 
The really important part of the instruc- 
tions is that regarding the question of 
force and whether or not the minister 
is authorized to use the naval forces of 
the United States to restore the queen. 

Judge Greshaw’s Belief. 

At the departments there is_ the 
greatest reticence on this point. It is 
asserted, however, that the administration 
has not the least doubt that Queen Liliuo- 
kalani has been peaceably restored to the 
throne. 

Coupled with this statement is another 
to the effect that the information received 
on the Australia was highly satisfactory 
and showed just the progress that was 
expected. Belief was expressed that the 
change had already been accomplished 
and that the next steamer would bring the 
important information that Minister Willis 
had carried out bis instructions. 

It is said that no instructions from the 
department had been forwarded on to 
China. 

Mr. thurston Replies to Colonel Blount. 

Lorrin A, Thurston, the Hawaiian min- 
ister, gave out the following statement to- 
night: 

“- al urged to make a statement for 
publication, setting forth the position and 
claims of the Hawaiian Zovernment and 
making a reply to the charge contained in 
Mr. Blount’s report. 

“As I have received no official informa- 
tion that Mr. Blount has made a report; 
I have not seen a copy of it and do not 
know what it contains, except from reading 
the newspaper abstracts therefrom, and, 
unaware of the present intentions of the 
United States government concerning Ha- 
waii, I am unable at present; in the ab- 
sence of such knowledge, to inte’ligeutly 
state what the position and claims of the 
Hawaiian government are. It would, more- 
over, be contrary ty diplomatic courtesy 
for me to publish a statement on such a 
subject, prior to informing the United States 
governinent of the same. A large portion 
of the published extvacts from Mr. Blount’s 
report consist, however, of personal attacks 
upon me and those associated with me in 
the provisional government, impugning our 


veracity, good faith and courage, charging- 


us With fraud and duplicity. 

“I deem it proper to make a personal re- 
ply to such charges, confining myself to 
statements of fact, towit, as principal actor 
and which I am prepared to testify to be- 
fore aby impartial tribunal. 

“Tirst, before stating such facts, I desire 
to call attention to Mr. Blount’s method of 
constructing his report. 

“Although he in several places states 
that I was the leader of the revolutionary 
movement, he has never asked“me a ques- 
tion concerning the same or given me op- 
portunity to make any statement, although 
] have at all times been ready and willing 
to do so. The same is true of a large 
number of other men who took a leading 
part in the movement of January. 

“In the second place, his evidence con- 
sists exclusively of prepared = aftidavits 
or answers to leading questions put by 
himself at-private interviews, no one else 
being present but the stenographer. In 
no instance has there been any examina- 
tion of witnesses, or opportunity to con- 
tradict or explain evidence given, or pre- 
sent evidence. <A brief examination 
of the published portions of the report 
show numerous incorrect statements.” 


GENERAL TRACY TALKS. 


He Tells of the Last Interview He Had with 
. Admiral Skerrett. ‘

The interview 
was informal and very brief. Admiral 
Skerrett called on me and asked me if I 
had any instructions to give him. I re. 
plied that I had nothing further to say to 
him other than what he received in his 
written instructions. . 

“He then spoke about Hawaiian mat- 
ters,” continued Mr. Tracy, “and I said 
I thought the people of the United States 
were desirous of, closer relations than 
those existing at the time with Hawaii, but 
I was careful to mention that it was a 
Iatter for the Hawaiian people themselves 
to deal with. I did not use the word ‘an- 
nexed,’ but the admiral used it. J] told 
him that no attempt shuuld be made by 
the naval authorities to intimidate, per- 
suade or influence the Hawaiians in any 
Way and that everything should be left 
to their own free will.” 

The raporter then informed the ex- 
secretary of the death of Hon. Jeremiah 
Rusk.

PLANS FOR THE CORDAGE TRUST. 


Old Officers Willi Be Left Out of the Re- 
organized Company. 

New York, November 21.—(Special.)—Interest 
in the reorganization of the Cordage trust was 
renewed today, it being understood that the 
reorganization committee's plan to be submit- 
ted to the stockholders was likely to be made 
public late this afternoon or tomorfow. § Er- 
nest Thalmann, of Ladenburg, Thalmann & 
Co., Who has been probably the inost active 
‘man on the committee, said this afternoon 
that he coutd not tell whether the report and 
plan of the committee would be made public 
today or not. Comtrary to report, he said, 
there was no meeting ,f the cosmmittee ar- 
ranged for this aftern i but as s00N as one 
or two minor matters were adjusted he and 
the other members of the cominitiee were 
ready -to conclude the business so far 4s they 
were concerned. 

The principal features of the plan had all 
been agreed to and Dut little remained to be 
done. Mr. Thalmann declined to be questto. 
ed on the subject and refused to say whether 
or not the delay in the taying of the plan be- 
fore the stockholders was because the commiit- 
tee was waiting to hear from certain bank 
presidents if they would act as directors of the 
new coanpany. 

From another trustworthy source it was 
learned that the board of directors of the new 
company will be of .the strongest diree- 
tories ever seen in this city. There has been 
some little doubt as to whether it sball con- 
sist of fifteen of eleven members. Some of 
tlfose interested favor the smajler ‘number. 
Whateyer the number may be, however, it has 
been definite!y decided that none of che oid 
Cordage trust officiais will be in eontrol of the 
new company. The board of directors will in- 
cittde three metnbers of the reorganiza- 
tion cummittee, George J. Magoun, Eriiest 
Thaenann and F. Gossier, and three members 
of the advisory committee of bankers, George 
S. Coe, president of the Americam KBxchanuge 
National bank: George G. Wilillams, president 
of the Chemical National bank and W. W. 
Sherman, president of the National Bank of 
Commerce. The three bank presidents named 
have agreed to serve as directors for one year. 
The names of the. other directors bave not 
been iearned. The six men named will have 
charge of che financial business of the new 
company, while practical cordage men will look 
after the manufacturing Dbus.ess. 

Persons interested in the undertaking said 
today that the p.au of settiement of the af- 
fairs of the Cordage trust and the seheme fof 
is reorganization were exceedingly favorable. 
The $4,.400,000 of eecurities will, under the pre- 
posed plan, be eonverred into rat preterred 
ruaranteed stock, the company thereby effect- 
ing a siuking fund, besides doing away with a 
security, the holders of wihrich had the right to 
foreclose if the interest was vot paid. The 
$65,000,000 of indebiedness he.d by several 
banks will be paid off, 70 per cent in first 
mortgage bends, and 3O per eent in stock 
bonds; 31,500,000 will be retained in the treus- 
ury of the company.

Secretary Carlisle Discusses Finance at 
a New York Banquet. 


HE ARGUES FOR A SINGLE STANDARD 


There Must Be An International 
Agreement to Maintain Parity. 


NO FREE COINAGE OF SILVER FOR HIM. 


AsaGold Advocate He Talks of the Friend- 
ship of that Metal For the White 
Metal—More Confidence Needed 


New York, November 21.—The one hun- 
dredth and twenty-fifth annual banquet of 
the Chamber of Commerce took place to- 
night. Three hundred prominent business 
men were present, Charles S. Smith, pres- 
ident of the chamber, presided, and at his 
table, Hon. John G. Carlisle, secretary of 
the treasury, occupied the post of honor. 

Others on either side of the president 
were Hon. William Walter Phelps, Hon. 
Joseph H. Outhwaite, W. H. Webb, Hon.- 
Whitelaw Reid, Rev. Dr. Francis L. Pat- 
ter, S. S. Babcock, Hon. Seth Lowe, Hon, 
Carl Schurz, Hon. St. Clair McWKelway, 
Hon. Murat Halstead, Hon. David M. 
Stone, Hon. James E. Eckels, George M. 
Pullman, of Chicago, Hon. William G. 
Hornblower and Florence O'Driscoll. 

Iox-Minister Phelps was late in arriving 
and I*lorence O'Driscoll, member of fhe 
parliament, one of the ante-parneiites 
whips who has visited the world’s fair, 
occupied the seat originally assigned the 
mayor and other prominent men too numer- 
ous to mention. 

The large dining room of Delmonico’s 
was supplemented by two of the small cham- 
bers to accommodate the overflow. Deco- 
‘ations, the dominant feature of which were 
the national. flags of the United States, 
Great Britain and France, lent color to 
the brilliant scene. 

In opening the speech making, President 
Smith took spe@ial pains to commend the 
character of New York barks and their 
attitude toward the eountry during the re- 
cent financiai crisis. 

Mr. Cariisle Responds. 

Hon. John G. Carlisle, seeretary of the 
treasury, responded to the first toast of the 
evening, Which was “commerce demands 
and the houor of the country requires that 
the obligations of the United States shall 
be paid in coin current in any market of 
the world, and that guestion shall be set- 
tled for all time and beyond controversy.” 

Mr. Carlisle began his speech by remark- 
ing that he was somewhat embarrassed, 
also, by the fact that he was to talk to 
an assemblage of gentlemen who, by rea- 
son of their personal experience in com- 
mercial aud financial affairs, are at least 
in as good a position as #e was himself to 
understand and appreciate the value.of a 
sound and stable currency and to foresee 
the injurious effects of a departure from 
correct financial methods. Continuing, he 
said: 

Money and its representatives constite the 
tools with which the merchant and the banker 
perform their parts in the numerofis and com- 
plicated transactions neccessarily oceurting in 
the growth and development of our trade at 
home and abroad. It is not possible to do 
perfect work with imperfect instruments, and 
if it is attempted the consequences will not 
fali upon you alone, but must be felt sooner 
or Jater in every part of the land. Confidence 
woukl be destroyed, trade would be intérrup- 
ted, the obligations of contracts wonld be vio- 
lated. and all the evils, which have invariably 
attended the use of a base or floetnating eur- 
rency wou'ld afilict, not the commercial and 
financial classes only, but the country at 
large. But our commercial interesta are not 
confined to our own eccuntry: they extend to 
every quarter of the globe, and our people buy 
and sell in nearly every market of the eivii- 
ized world. A very large part of our farm- 
ers, mechanics and other labering people find 
constant and = profitabie emplOrment in the 
nroduction and transportation of cogtmodities 
for sale and consumption in other eountries. 
and the iCeS of many of 
our Most — important products are 
fixed in foreign markets. Without exception 
these prices are fixed in the markets of eoun- 
tries having a gold standard or measute of val- 
ue either ly express provision of iaw or by 
a public policy which Keeps their silver coins 
equal in exchangeable value to the gold eoins 
at the legally established ratio. ‘The- value 
of our. trade with the preop.e of other eoun- 
tries during the last fiscal year°*was more than 
$1.700,000,000, and more than $1,100.000,000 of 
this Was With the people of Furope, while 
With the whoie Of Asia it amounted to a little 
over $100,000,000, and with all the countries of 
South America, excluding Brazil, which has a 
single gold Standard, it was only $46,000,000, 
While it would be unfair to attribute this un- 
equal distributien of our trade with the out- 
side world to the character of their fjseal leg- 
islation, I think it may be safely asserted that 
this country could not long maintain its pres- 
ent position as one of the most eonspicuous 
and (mportant members of the great communi- 
ty of commercial nations which now econtrois 
the trade of the world, unless we preserve a 
monetary system substantially, at least, in 
aceord with the monetary systems of the oth- 
er principal nations. 

An International Agreement. 

There can be no international legal tender 
W.thour an international agreement, but there 
must, from the very necessities or the case, 
asways De &@ colIneon basis upon which bar- 
Silns are made and a common ecurreney in 
Wiich Daiances are sett.ed. No one nacion 
van determine for the others what tat bas.s 
Bha.i be or wiut that currency shall be. |; 
May est2dbish a currency foe itself and for 
the use of ats OWN People in their domesiic 
trad», bur the value of that currency will be 
U.iimate.vy wenasured and concstsively fixed 

by the international siandard. avhatever thar 
may be. Che siamp on its co.ns attests-their 
weight and fineness, but it adds noth.og what- 
ever to their intrinsic vaine, and nothing 
Whatever to their exchangeable value in the 
markets of the word: so ‘that a nation’s stock 
of international money always consisis of its 
unco aed bnliion and the bussion va.ue of iis 
coms, It cannot angment i stock of sneh 
money to any extent whatever by overvaluing 
e‘ther gold or silver {n ‘ts coinage laws, nor 
ean it diminish its Stock to any extent what- 
ever by undervaluing either metal. While the 
mumber of its nominal dotiars, or sh jlings, or 
franes may be increased or diminished, as the 
case may be, the aetual value of the bullion or 
coins will not be changed in the least, for no 
act of congress, or Ov: her legislative Dody, ean 
repeal or aiter the laws of rrale or the laws 
of finanee. and every attempt to do so must 
resu't in disaster sooner or later. 

Gold the Onlv International Money. 

Gold is the only international monev, .q@2d 
all trade balunces are settied in gokl, or, 
which is the some thing, on a gold basis, al! 
otber forms of eurrency beng adjusted to 
that standard. It is useless for the advoeates 
of a afferent svstem to insist that this ought 
not to be so: if i _ and we cannot chance 
the fect. Rut the gold eagle «nd donbie eaxle 
not accepted at a narticntar valuation jn 
these settlements simply becanse the Thited 
States of America have declared by law that 
they shell be leeal tender ot their nominal 
value. bunt simplv beeause the bullion ¢on- 
tained in them. if eoined, would be worth 
everywhere the same amount. This is a great 
and powerful government, but there is one 
thing it cannot do—it cannot create money. 
There are some things, lowever, which the 
government can do for the establishment and 
nreservation of a sound and stable currency. 
in the exercise of its constitutional authority 
to “coin monev and regulate the value there- 
of.”’ it can suspend lmbt the coinage of 
either metal whenever it is ascertained that 
the coins of the two metals, of the same 
denomination. are of unequal value: or it 
ean change their legal ratio so as to make 
them as neafly equal in valne as possible; or 
it can maintain the parity of its coins by re- 
ceiving them and the:r paper representatives 
in payment of all public dues and discharge

The Government Shou!d Not Discriminat. 


The principle or rule of ldw that the option 
as to the kK.nd of legal tender with waich an 
bligation shall be discharged belongs to the 
ebtor, and’ not to the creditor, has no just 
apphieation in a case where the government 
issues its notes to circulate as a currency 
ameng the people and, by making them le- 
gai tender, compels the people to receive them. 
The private citizen may very properly avail 
himseif of the lawful right to discharge 
his private obligations, held by voluntary cred- 


| ftors, in any kind of legal tender money, be- 


cause he has only his own personal interest 
to protect and owes no public duty in the 
remises. But when the government of the 
"nited States has undertaken to supply the 
country with a currency, and has issued its 
obligations in the form of notes to circulate 
among the people in the transaction of their 
private business, and has receivel for every 
dollar represented by such notes a dollar's 
worth of the péople’s services or a dollar's 
worth of the people’s property,..ja&s honor, as 
well ws sound policy, demands that they shall 
be redeemed upon presentation in money cur- 
rent in ail the markets of the world. No gov- 
ernment can honorably disparage or deprect- 
ate its own obligations, and especially ob.iga- 
tions which it has forced its people to accept, 
nor can any government honorably diserim.- 
nate between the different kinds of money 
or currency which it puts in circulation. What- 
ever may be the differences in the forms and 
qualities of the currency wh.le it Tema.ns in 
cireu'ation, when the ‘time for ult:mate re- 
deinption comes, all must be treated alike. 
The country has recent!y heard a great deal 
about bimetallism and a doubie standard, and 
it is possitie that these subjects will continue 
to be discussed to some extent in thé future. 
For my part, [ have never been able to un- 
derstand what is meant by a double standard, 
or double measure of value, and I have never 
found any one who could teli me. To my 
mind it seems as absurd to contend that there 
should be two different standards or meas- 
ures of value as 1: would be to insist upon 
having two yard sticks of different lengths or 
two gallons of different dimensiens. If tere 
were two standards, or measures, not equat in 
value, it is evident that one of them must be 
a false measure; and if they were of equal 
value, it is evident tlgat, no matter what the 
law migat declare, there would de in fact but 
one measure, although composed of two ciffer- 
ent kinds of material. If, for instance, the 
silver doilar and the gold dollar were of pre- 
cisely the same value and couid be so kept at 
all times, there would be, in fact, bur one 
standard, one unit for the measurement of 
values. Whatever thar aetual standard may. 
be as established by the laws of trade and 
firanee, whether it be so many grains of fine 
gold or so many grains of fine si.ver, it is the 
duty of the government to conform to it in the 
payment of its obligations and in all its deal- 
ings With the people. 
Only One Standard. 


It does not follow from anything I have said 
that nothing shall circulate or be recognized 
as money or currency except gold or paper 
issued against gyid, nor that the price of 
commodities ought to De, or wil be, fixed upon 
the hypothesis that gold is the only money in 
the world: but it does follow that no part of 
our currency, wiether it be silver or paper, 
shonld be permitted to depreciate below the 
established and reeognized standard. <Any 
financial policy whith would encourage or 
permit such depreciation, or create a reason- 
able apprelension of such depreciation, woud 
unsettle values, paralyze business, arrest the 
growth and expansion of our industries, and ul- 
timately bring almost uuiversal bankruptcy 
and ruin upon the country. It must be re- 
meanbered, however, that it is the function and 
duty of the legislative department to estab- 
lish the policy of the government upon this 
and ail other subjects, and te clothe the exec- 
utive with the necessary authority and means 
to carry it out. When the authority and 
means are granted, the executive department 
is responsibie for the manner in waich the 
law is executed, but beyond this it has no 
power {> act, and, consequently, no duly to 
pert: Tm.

tions in iis value have been so rapid tind so 
great as to demonstrate the fact that it cannot 
be safely coined without limitations into monh- 
ey of final redemption at the existing ratio of 
at any other ratio that might be established. 
It is not possible, under existing  ¢.rcum- 
stanees. for any government to establish and 
maintain a stable relation between the two 
metais. and for this reason alone, if there 
were no others, we are bound to place sme 
reasonable limitations upon the coinage and 
use of silver. How much of it can be safely 
| coined, and upon what conditions ff 

safely used, are questions upon which 

will be wide differences of apnion; but 

all that ¢can be said on both sides, they wil! 
be finaiiy determined by circumstances which 
cannot now be foreseen, and by the natural in- 
crease of our population and the natura.

The mints of the United States have 
coined 419.332.5570 standard silver dollars, aud 
we now have 140,609,760 dine ounces of silver 
bullion, which, at the ratio of 16 to 1, would 
mike &181.094.S41, or SHOT 247 SOT in_ the ng- 
rregate., Fosides this, we have $76,007,002 in 
subsidiary silver coin, which is legal tender to 
the amount of $10, and is by law redeemable 
in full legal tender money on presentation. 
Our total stock of gold coin and gold buciion 
is $650,167.04. ' 

The five countries constituting the Latin 
monetary union, with a combined population 
of more than 80,000,000, exciusive of their 
eolonial possessions. have $975,000,000 in gold, 
S725. 000000 of full legal tender silver, and 
$95.000.000 of subsidiary silver coins; and yet 
‘hey found it necessary several years ago to 
discontinue the coinage of legal t@nder siiver 
and enter into an arrangement by wh'e'h each 
eountry agreed to redeem in golit all its own 
‘egal tender silver ecoius when presented by any 
otbor member of the union. ‘Thus gold haa 
been made to support a limited quantity of 
silver coin at par in Franec, geigium, liay, 
Greece and Switzerland, as it has. meen re- 
quired to do in the United States since 1878, 
and as it must continue to do hereagfier, here 
and elsewhere, unless a great change shail 
ovcur in the relative values of the LW met- 
als. 

The Friendship of Gold. 

Neing the greatest silver-producing conatry 
in the world, and having on hand a_targe 
amount of silver coin and bullion, the United 
States cannot otherwise than deenly in- 
terested in every measure designed tu en- 
hance its value and increase .ts Use as money 
upon a safe and sound basis, but we cannet 
alone maintain its uptimited coinage as full 
legal tender in opposition to the policies of 
the other great nations of the earth: and. the 
country is to be congratulated upon the fact 
that we bave at hast placed ourselves in a 
position which enables 1s to = nre- 
serve our own monetary s¥ystem intaet and 
exercise a potent influence in any movement 
that may be hereafter made for the permanent 
oAiustment of this very important and difli- 
cult question. 

It is a great mistake to suppose that the 
supporters of our recent legislat.on upon th.s 
supject were an. mated by any feeling of hes- 
tility to the continued use of silver as mone 7 
to the largest possible extent consistent with 
the stability of our currency and the preserra- 
tien of the publie fatth. The wisest and safest 
friends of that metal are those who have had 
the sagacity ta foresee the inevitable effect 
of its continuous acecumnilation in the form of 
bullion in the vaults of the treasury, und the 
courage to remove from the stutute book an 
experimental law which from the time of its 
enactment was a constiut menace to the wetl- 
fare of the whele country.

BRAZIL'S WARSHIPS, 


Peixoto Has Had Two Fitted Out in 
New York, 


THEY WILL PREY ON MERCHANTMEN 


If Mello Sends One of His Good 
Boats Out They Will Run 


MENDONCA TALKS OF MONARCHY 


He Says He Hopes General Mello Will De- 
clare for It—~Republics Must Be 
Baptized in Blood. 


New York, November 21.—(Special.)— 
Minister Mendonea, who has been intrusted 
by President Peixoto with the fitting 
out of a Brazilian fleet, consented this 
morning for the first time to tell something 
of the mission of the Niectheroy and her sijs- 
ter ship, America, the peaceful Britannia 
of three weeks ago. He first corrected the 
impression that the Nictheroy would pro- 
ceed at once to Brazil and be followed by 
the America. 

“As a matter of safety, in case the ves- 
sels should be attiacked,” he said, “the 
commanders have been instructed to pro- 
ceed together to the place of rendezvous. 
The Nictheroy, which will depart from off 
the coast some ‘time this afternoon, will 
move slowly until overtaken by the Ameri- 
ca. The work on the America is now near- 
ly completed and I have given instructions 
to have her put to sea tomorrow. If her 
guns are not all mounted then the work 
can be completed at sea. She will go at 
full speed and being now able to go eight- 
een and one-half knots, although she was 
only a seventeen-knot boat when Wwe 
bought her. she will probably overtake the 
Nictheroy in twenty-four hours. The two 
ships will keep close together and will be 
better able to protect themselves in case 
they are attacked.” 

This statement seemed to indieate the 
possibly of a fight, but the astute South 
American who has succeeded in fitting ent 
a navy in this eountry without incurring 
the displeasure of Uncle Sam, explained 
that there is to be no fighting unless the 
Nictheroy and the American are attacked. 

“ISven in this event I have instructed 
them to run,” he continued, “but although 
the sea is large there are plenty of corners 
to it, and it is always well in times of war 
to ‘be prepared. I do not think, however, 
that Meilo has any vessels he would care 
to send north to meet our improved war- 
ships. The Nictheroy. and America are 
more than a match for any of his vessels 
except the Aquidaban. The latter, of 
course, having four big guns, is superior, 
but her machinery is undoubtedly disabled 
and I do not believe she has more than 
fifty shots on board. Under present condi- 
tions she eould not er wonld not venture 
to pass th? forts guarding the harbor of 
Rio Janeiro. These facts lead me to be- 
lieve that the Nictheroy and America will 
safely reach Brazil.” 

Mr. Mendonca also thought it probable 
that the Nietheroy and America would be 
used to patrol the coast and persuade the 
insurgent merchantmen that the Peixoto 
side of the fence is most advantageous. 
The minister said that he was positive that 
Mello has not deelared for a monarchy. 

“Iie is reserving that as a last card to 
play,” added Mr. Mendonca, “and I have no 
doubt he will be foreed to play the card be- 
fore long. In fact I hope he will. The rebel- 
lion would be just as quickly put down. and 
then the questjon of a monarchy would be 
forever settled. The war then would not 
be without good results. Reprblics. it 
seems. must be baptized in Diood and Bra- 
zil might as well receive that baptism. I 
am in favor of settling international dis- 
putes at the polls, but if monarchy must 
be downed with war, mow is the time to 
do it. and when Mello is econqured the lead- 
ers of his rebellion should be g.ven no quar- 
ter. Brazilians have been With 
their revolutionists- If rebels knew that a 
rope instead amnesty Was awaiting 
them, they might be less hasty in declaring

The King’s Daughters Have Raiseda Fun 
to Heip on the Movement—Sucha 
Charity is Needed. 


Macon, Ga., November 21.—(Special.)— 
For some time a number of benevolent and 
shristian people have been working hard 
C peol 
to establish a charity hospital. Every cf- 
fort has been put forward that could pos- 
sibly facilitate the accomplishment of this 
end, and now success is assured. 

Last night quite a number of representa- 
tive people, gentlemen and ladies, met in 
the Academy of Music to devise the best 
and most practical plans of carrying out the 
enterprise. 

Short speeches were made by Rey. W. 
B. Jennings, Dr. W. C. Bass, Mr. W. C. 
Turpin, Major J. F’. Hanson and others 
urging the necessity of a hospital and svg- 
gesting the best plan of securing one vf such 
character and in such season as fo meet 
the demand. : 

The chairman gave a Drief sketch of the 
status of affairs as they now exist with 
regard to the hospital, showing that some 
$3,000 was on hand and ‘n the banks to 
be used as a fund for.a hospifsl tu ld.ng. 
Me further said that the cost of Maint;.h- 
ing « hospital on a small scale word Le 
about $8400 a year or $200 a month. 

The following resolutions offered by Mr. 
Hugh Wiilet were adopted: — . 

Resolved, As the sense of this meeting, cali- 
ed to take into cousideration the establashment 
of a hospital in the city of Macon, 

tL. That the necessities of the sick poor, and 
of sick or injured strangers as well as the 
preservation of the good name of our cily, ur- 
gentiy demand that steps be immediately tak- 
en to open a public hospital in the elty of 
Macon at the earliest possible date.

That, recognizing the zeal and sacrificing 
labors of the society of the King’s Daughters 
for this object during Many years past, any 
efforts to secure a hospital should be made In 
co-operation with this society. 

4. That the fo.lowing gentlemen, viz: Cap- 
tain R. BK. Park, Mr. Calder Wiilingham, Rev. 
F. F. Reese, Mr. H. Horne, Mr. Joseph Dan- 
penberg and Mr. W. A. Doody, be requested 
to serve as a cuanmilttee of co-operation My con- 
nection with any committee of a like ndmber 
of ladies that may be appointed by tne sovie- 
ty of the King’s Daugnters, for the purpose 
of securing the necessary funds, and taking 
all necessary action to equip and maintain 
such a hospital as it may be possibie %0 se- 
cure, and, a8 soon ax it may be accomplished 
that the commiitee have authority to fhl any 
vacancies that may cocur in this number. 

That they, together with the committee of 
the King’s Daughters, be requested to make 
report of their progress from time to time ip 
the pultic press of the city. 

A. Doody’s name was substi- 
tuted for Major Hanson's, as the latter 
gentleman feared that he could not de- 
vote the time to the work that it re- 
quired.

Athens, Ga., November 21.—(Special.)—

news of a foul murder began to spread in 
East Athens.

Before a Large Meeting of the Indus- 
trial Council. 


THE MEETING AN INTERESTING ONE 


Mayor Goodwinin an Address Says That 
the Nominees Are the Best Men That 
Could Have Been Suggested. 


The industrial council of Atlanta he‘d a 
pow wow last night in the hall on Alabams 
street, 

And all of the candidates who have been 
nominated for the general council of Atian- 
ta were present, except Mr. Camp, of the 
first ward, and Mr. Harman, of the sixth 
ward, the former having been detained at 
home by the serious illness of his wife, while 
the latter was absent from the city, being in 
New York. 

During the meeting of the council, how- 
ever, the entire ticket selected at the pri- 
mary a few weeks ago was given a rous- 
img and enthusiastic endorsement. 

Three or four days ago the industrial 
council sent out invitations to the gentle- 
men who have been nominated for alder- 
men and councilmen to meet with them 
Tuesday evening, and when the hall’ was 
thrown open last night, there Was an unh- 
usually large dudience in attendance, the 
invitations to the gentlemen having been 
ordered by. a. regular meeting of the coun 
cil. While the council was transacting 
some regular business, the invited guests 
were assembling in one of the ante rooms, 
There, aK of them except those whose ab- 
sence RAs been noted, gathered, and there 
they were joined by Hon. John B. Good- 
win, mayor of Atlanta. 

After the council had transacted ail of 
its busibess, a committee, headed by Mr. 
George Evans, appeared in the anteroom 
to eseort the gentlemen into the room. As 
the mayor and the nominees entered the 
council chamber they were given a warm 
welcome. They were conducted to chairs 
arranged and reserved for them in front of 
the speaker's stand, where they made them- 
selves eusy. It was ‘Mr, Evans who 
sreeted the mayor and the nominees and 
told them that they were more than wel- 
come to the halls of the industrial coun- 
cil. Mr. Evans then introduced Captain 
Dave Vining who acted as master of cere- 
monies.

railroad and into Montgomery betore the 
dews of the morning had fairly evaporated 
in the warming rays of the sun. It was 
all the more surprising to the readers of 
The Constitution away down in Mobile 
to see the paper put in its appearance in 
that city in time to be read at the dinner 
table. And to the friends of The Consti- 
tution in New Orleans who read it the night 
of the same day it was printed, it seemed 
like magic, sure enough. 

Wonderful as that schedule of fast mais 
by the Richmond and Danvile, the Atlanta 
and West Point and the Louisville and 
Nashville seem to think it wall be eclipsed, 
so far as The Constitution is concerned, 
when the East Tennessee puts on its fast 
fiying train from the west to the landawhere 
grows the orange trees.

The Constitution will be knocking at the 
doors of its friends ali over Macon before 
the big yellow rooster in the henhouse crows 
out the hour of dawn, and will be all over 
middle Georgia by brenkfast time.

A Receiver Has Been Appointed for John 
M. Miller's Bookstore. 


INSOLVENCY ALLEGED IN THE PETITION 


Judge Lumpkin Gave the Matter a Hearing 
Late Yesterday Afternoon—He Ap- 
pointed G. T. Osborn. 


Late .yesterday afternoon a petition for the 
appointment of a receiver for John M. Miller, 
the well known bookstore man, was filed with 
Clerk G. H. Tanner, after G. T.. Oszorn had 
been agreed upon by all parties for the receiv- 
ership. 

The app cation for a receiver for Miller comes 
in the nature of a surprise, as the lirm was 
thonght to be doing a fine business. The pe- 
tition alleges that Miller is insolvent and has, 
upon demand, refused payment of several 
promissory noies and open accounts. The 
amount involved in the bill for injunction and 
receiver is about $1,000, 

The attorneys for both the plaintiffs and de- 
fendant were before Judge Lumpkin yesterday 
afternoon and agreed upon the appylintment of 
G. LT. Osborn. A bond of $5,000 will be re- 
quired of Receiver Osborn, and it is very prob- 
abie that he will take charge this morning, 
backed by a good strong bond, which is subject 
the approval of Judge Tanner, clerk of 
court. 

The petition is not a very lengthy one, read- 
ing as fol:ows: 

“The petition of Ray Weliborn, 8. P. Rich- 
ards & Sous, The Atlanta Journal and Har- 
alison & Co.. respectfully shows to the 
court that John M. Miler, a trader of Fulton 
county, dealing in stationery, ete., is 
indebted to them in the following amounts, to- 
wit: Ray Wellborn, $672.54, evidenced by 
promissory notes; to S. P. Richards & Sons, 
£43.61, evidenced by an open account; to The 
Atlanta Journal iu sum of $19.34, evi- 
denced by an open account; and to Haralson 
bros. & Co., in the sum of $154.34, evidenced 
by notes and open accounts. 

“The said several promissory notes and open 
accounts are now past due. Demand for the 
payment of each and every one baving been 
properly made of said debtor and payment 
thereof by him refused, which said netes aud 
accounts are hereto atrached. 

“Petitioners further show the court that the 
said John M. Miller is insolvent, and that thelr 
several claims are unsecured, and by reason 
of said facts are in danger of Josing their said 
several claims. 

“Wherefore your petitioners pray the cvurt 
that/a receiver be appointed to take charge 
of ail the assets of said John M. Miller for the 
purpose of administering the same as the court 
uiay from time to time direct, to the end that 
your petitioners, together with such others as 
may hereafter make themselves parties hereto, 
may participate in the distribuiion of the as- 
sets of the funds that may arise therefrom, of 
said John M. Miller. 

“Your petitioners further pray that if said 
assets fail to pay in full the eiaims of your 
petitioners and such others as may hereafter 
make themselves parties hereto, that for such 
balance or Dalances that may be due thereon, 
the court give then judgment. 

“Your petitioners further pray that an in- 
junction be granted, restraining said John M. 
Miller from d.sposing of bis qad assets, or il 
any sense using or control.ing the same except 
in accordance with the orders of the court.” 

The petition closes by praying for such re- 
lief as may be necessary dud asking for the 
‘appointment of a receiver. Judge Lumpkin’s 
order appointing G. T. Osborn to tle receiver- 
ship is attached, and cites that attorneys for 
both sides were present.

The finding of the dynamite cartridge 
settled beyond question the cause of the 
explosion, but left an unexplained mys- 
tery which was very unpleasant to the 
peaceful spirit of Pat Kelly. It was plain 
to him that he had been made the victim 
of a deliberate effort of a would-be as- 
sassin and he was very earnest in his 
request that the officers search the mystery 
to the bottom. 

Kelly was painfully, but not fatally 
hurt. At more than a dozen places smail 
articles of brass had penetrated the flesh, 
making stinging wounds. Kelly went to 
a physician and had the slugs extracted 
and his wounds dressed. He was also 
badly shaken up by the force of the sud- 
den combustion. 

Kelly is wholly at a doss for an m- 
telligent clue. He stated to the ofhcers 
that he suspected a certain party near by, 
but had no econelusive evidence, and, of 
course, the officers could make no arrest 
ou mere suspicion. Patrolman Harris 
has in his possession the recovered cart- 
ridge and will make every effort to catch 
the perpetrator of the bold attempt at 
assassination. ' 

The matter stirred to an unwonted state 
of excitement the dwellers in the Healy 
brick and all of them are anxious that 
the guilty person be caught.

Will There Be a Change in Management 
of the A. and W. P?

“MUCH SPECULATION ON: THIS LINE 


Free Delivery to Be Restored by the Wes- 


tern Roads Entering Atlanta-—The 
W.and A. Did It. 


oe eee ee 


It is currently rumored in railroad cir 
cles that there will be a change in the 
presidency and management of the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad and the Western 
Railway of Alabama. 

Those prominently in position to know 
and who seem to understand the situation 


thoroughly. say there has been some fric- 


tion for a year or two past about the munh- 
agement of the road. The Western Tail- 
way of Alabama was purchased when sold 
the Central railroad 
and by the Georgia railroad. These two 
rands owned a centrolling interest 
in the West Point railroad from Atlanta 
to West Point, Ga. The roads were con- 
sulidated after the purchase of the West- 
ern Railway of Alabama by Mr. Wad- 
ley and put under one management. 

Sincé that time Mr. C. H. Phinizy, 
the president of the Georgia railroad, has 
been presklent of the line between Atlanta 
and Montgomery. It is due to his superior 
tact and management, together with the 
successful financial policy of Mr. Phinizy, 
that this road has been one of the best 
railroads in the south. The Central rail- 
road, which owned a large interest in the 
road, thought that whatever there was 
in the way of freight business ought to be 
delivered to their road at points where it 
touched this system. This the cause 
the trouble. The present management 
of the road insist on running it without 
assisting any road more than was proper 
and legitimate.

Nothing definite has been done on the 
subject, but the rumor is that at the next 
meeting of the stockholders of the Western 
Railway of Alabama, which will be a post- 
pohed meeting from the regular meeting. 
and which is subject to the call of the of- 
ficers of the Louisville and Nashville and 
the Central roads, this informal agreement 
will be ratified, and Major Shellman elected 
president and general manager. 

The Central railroad and the Louisville 
and Nashville will be run more harmonious!y 
than ever from now on. Arrangements 
have been made to deliver freight from the 
West for southwestern ports to the Central 
at Augusta, and the Central wfl do the 
same thing with the western business, giv- 
ing it to the Louisville and Nashville at 
Affanta. The roads are wore harmonious 
in their operations than they have been in 
some time. 

It is altogether possible that there will 
be no changes made in the minor offices of 
the road, as it would be hard to find a 
better set of men to fill those offices than 
the present officials. The road has been run 
as economically as it is possible for a first- 
Class road to be run. Neither is there any 
dissatisfaction at the management of Mr. 
Phinizy and Colonel Tyler. who have al- 
wuys been able and courteous ofticials. and 
the people of Atlaunta will regret that the 
owners of the road think it necessary to 
muke any changes. 

To Have Free Delivery. 

It is altogether probable that tha mer- 
chants of Atlanta will bave free freight 
de.ivery from the railroad freight offices 
again, 

it will be rememhered that the roads «om- 
bined and refused to give this free delivery 
hot many months The reasons for 
taking steps to restore the free delivery 
system are very entertaining. 

It was precipitated by the Western and 
Atlantic refusing to allow the railroads 
centering in Atlanta to have advantage 
of its sidetracks and terminal facilities on 
the same terms that it has done heretofore. 
It known by all railroad people that 
the Western and Atlantic has the most ad- 
Vantageous sidetracks and terminal facili- 
ties of any railroad entering Atlanta, and 
that the terms of agreement between that 
road and the other lines that have hereto- 
fore enjoyed the benefit of its sidetracks 
have been such as were most satisfactory 
to the railroads engaging them. But when 
the Western and Atlantic came to the 
front the other dav with the propos tion 
that it will diseontinue”§ the = use of 
its terminal traeks on the same conditions 
as heretofore. then the roads called a meet- 
ing to what can be done to remedy 
the situation thus precipitated. 

It has heen decided to have a meeting 
in Atlanta on the 2Sth of this month for 
the purpose of determining what shall be 
done in the matter. It is said by those in 
power to speak adviseedly that the roads 
from the west that bave hitherto been en- 
joving the terminal udvabtages of the W. St 
ern and Atiantic’s sidetracks will decide 
to back to the wld of having 
free delivery from their own depots. This 
will be good news te the merchants of At- 
lanta, though it is most probable that 
aivantages of the delivery will restriet 
ed solely to the lines coming in from the 
west. 

Prominent railroad men who have talked 
on this subject all declare that they think 
free delivery ‘will not be taken up again 
by the reads from the east, as the proposi- 
tion of the Western and Atlantie is solely 
of concern to those roads that have enjoyed 
the privilege of rolling their cars over iis 
sidetracks here in the city from depot to 
depot. 
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The Cotton Rate Again. 

The board of arbitration of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association 
been holding its meeting in New York for 
fhe purpose of finally settling the points of 
issue arising over the eotton apportionment 
question for the The bourd first 
decided in the early fall that there shoud 
be an apportionment of the cotton crop 
this year, and suggested that the basis 
of allotment between the roads composing 
the association should be about the same 
as last year.

That Seems to Be the Solution of the 
Much Discussed Question. 


LET THE SCHOOL FOND ACCUMULATE 


And Then the Teachers Can Hope 
for Quarterly Payment. 


MR. FLEMING’S 


By the House Educational Committee. 
Other Features ofthe Day at the Cap- 
itol—Legislative Notes. 


BILL APPROVED 


Shall ihe teachers of Georgia be paid 
Quarterly aud, if so, how will this quarter- 
ly payment be brought about? 

Thrat is one of the most vital questions 
before the present Jegislature. 

li is acknowledged on all sides that the 
present system is wrong and if possibie 
the teachers should be paid more promptly. 
As has been frequently stated, they have 
te wait from a year or a year and a half 
for paymeut for their services, and as the 

@tipends which they receive are very small, 
this is undoubtedly a hardship. 

But how can a change be brought about? 

That question seems to have caused no 
little bother to the members of the general 


assembly. 
The Three Propositions. vA 

First came the resolution for the ifsuance 
of bonds to raise the amount needed to 
make up the deficit. The passage of such 
a bill was strongly urged by Mr. Ham, Mr. 
Fleming and other members of the house. 
A bill providing for these bonds passéd the 
house Jast session but was killed in the 
senate. 

The discussion over the bill of Mr. Ham’s 
in the present session, showed a great deal 
of opposition to the bond idea, and in re- 
é6éponse to suggestions made during the dis- 
cussion several bills providing for a direct 
tax ‘were introduced. But a direct tax was 
deemed to be unadvisable at this time and 
it was evident to everybody that the bills 
would uot receive very much support. 

Then came the bill of Mr. Fleming, the 
saliewt feature of which is the sucepension 
of the schools for six months, so as to per- 
mit the money to accumulate in the treasu- 
ry to the credit of the school fund. 

Two days ago a very interesting feature 
Wis jniected into this discussion by the 
report of the joint esmmittee appointed to 
investigate when the school fund was re 
ceived into the treasury and what disposi- 
tion was made of it. The general idea of 
this committee was to get at the figures and 
find exactly how the state stood. 

The report of that committee opened an- 
other avenue of discussion. In substance 
it stated that if the money originally be- 
longing to the school fund was not paid out 
for pensions, and if the pensions were paid 
quarterly instead of annually, there would 
be sufficient money on hand in the treasury 
to meet quarterly payment of the teachers, 

In order that this may not be misunder- 
stood the report of that committee is given 
here in full. 

The Committee’s Report. 

After consultat{on with the treasurer of the 
state and an examination of tha books, we 
have arrived at the conclusion that there 
would be ample funds propetly belonging to 
the schoo! fund to make these quarterly pay- 
ments but for the fact that this fund is en- 
croached upon each year by the payment there- 
from of the appropriation to the widows and 
Gisabled confederate soldiers, which amounts 
to about $460,000. 

The taxes for the payme nt of these appro- 
priations to the widows and disabled soldiers 
do not reach the treasury until December of 
each year, but heretofore they have been paid 
eight or nine months previous thereto. 

We find that the condition of the treasury 
{s such as will authorize the payment of sala- 
ries and also the appropriations to widows and 
disabled confederate soldiers, if cach of these 
payments is made quarterly, If so paid it 
will be unnecessary to raise any additional 
revenue by issuing bonds or by direct taxa- 
tion. 

We, therefore, recommend the passage of a 
bill authorizing the payment of public schoo! 
teachers’ salaries quarterly, that is to say, 
one-quarter the Ist of April, one-quarter the 
Ist of July, one-quarter the lst of January. 
and that the appropriation to widows and 
disabled soldiers be likewise paid quarterly 
on said daitte in each year, Signed: C. A. 
tobbe, S. B. Hatcher, F. Chambers, chair- 
man, for the senate; W. W. Thomas. T. A. 
Sinquefield, C. Pearce, J. P. Bloodworth, A. 
©. Bacon, chairman, for the house. 

That seems simple enough. but the dis- 
tussion showed that eifher the committee 
had been misinformed as to the figures upon 
which it based its report, or it was going 
ahead on the idea that the sehool year is 
coincident to the calendar vear. 

‘Some Pertinent Figures. 

Tn this connection some figures obtaine4 
from the comptroller gener ral’ s books may 
be of interest. 

The se hool vear begi ins Jul Vv 1st. At the 
end of the first quarter of that year, there 
is to the credit of the school fund. in 
round numbers, $65,000. In _the second 
quarter, that is January 1st, there is paid 
about $62,000. In the third quarter ending 
April 1st, there is $71,000. In the fourth 
quarter ending July Ist, there is $176.- 
000. These figures are based on the past 
year and it is fair to presume that they 
would not be materially changed in the 
next year. This gives a total of $365,000. 
To be added to this is the direct tax, $600,- 
000. In making his apportionment for the 
present system the state school commis- 

has to treat this direct tax as if it 
collected in the last quarter, but as 
yter of fact it is not collected for from 
‘ , to four months after the close of the 
Sty %l year. By ijieaving the school year 
ae is now nud presuming that the fund 
is ime same as it has been last vear, al- 
though as a matter of fact the fund for 
next year will iose about $88,000, which it 
had last vrear--it seems very event that 
at the end of no quarter is there sufticient 
money in the treasury to the credit of the 
schooi fund to pay the teachers. Compis- 
sioner Bradweli estimates that the pay roll 
for the first quarter, which is somewhat 
Jarger than for that of any quarter, is 
$400,000. 
The Schools Will Be Suspended. 

The committee in its report says nothing 
about changing the scholastic year by sus- 
pending the schools from July to January, 
but in all probability that is what the legis- 
Jature will do. 

To get the question right down to bottom 
facts, the three alternatives seem to be the 
issuance of bonds, 2 direct tax, or the sus- 
pension of schools for half a year, go as to 
allow that money to accumulate in the 
treasury to the credit of the school fund to 
meet the payments promptly when the new 
year does begin. 

The latter proportion set forth, as it is, 
in the bils of Mr. Fleming, received the en- 
dorsement of the house educational com- 
mittee yesterday afternoon. The matter 
was thoroughly ‘discussed aad the report, 
it is understood, was almost unanimous. 

The Fleming Bill. 


The bill is entitled “an act to systemize 
finances and increase the effiglenew of 


s 


the common schools by providing for direct 


payment into the state treasury of al! mon- 
eys belonging to the common school fund 
and the use of the same for common school 
purposes only; for quarterly apportionments 
and disbursements of the common school 
fund; for quarterly payments to teachers; 
for making the school year co-incident with 
the fisca? year; for postponing the opening 
of the schools for 1804 until July Ist of that 
year; and for other purposes.” 

One important feature of the bill 4 that 
every county shall have placed to its credit 
on the books of the treasurer at the end of 
each quarter all the money then in the 
treasury belonging to that county so that 
quarter!y payments will thus be secured 
to the extent of the money in hand. It is 
believed that this will u%timately bring 
about quarterly payment of teachers and 
will systematize the collection and distribu- 
tion of the fund.

To destroy inst&d of relieving a 
is the cruel instincof some animals, and in 
order to prevent the\burden of their support 
and their reproducti the Spartans exposed 
their weaklings and @efective classes on the 
mountain sides to bé eaten by wolves, but 
all enlightened states now reckon charity to 
the bhnd, to the deaf and dumb, and to the 
insane as a duty so strong in its appeal that 
it is d.sgraceful to néglect it Georgia will 
discharge her duty here without stint. But in 
all charity there is risk of making those we 
help more helpless still, of making these “un- 
worthy more unworthy still,’ and it is a 
donthtful merey which does not secognize that 
self-help is the best help. So in dealing with 
our deaf mutes we should net only relieve 
their distress by food and raiment and 
struction in reading, writing, and numbers, 
but it is immense!y to the state’s interest 
as well as a greater mercy to have every mute 
a trained workman in some wage-earning 
trade, This is the policy of almost cvery state 
in this union, some of them spending more 
than twice as much per pupll as Georgia.

AnTxhibit to Cover Seven Thousand 
hiles. 


THE CEDARTOWN EXHIBIT CAR 


Which Is to Spread the Advantages of 
Georgia Broadcast Over the Country. 
The Character of the Exhibit. 


a 

Mr. J. E. Land and Mr. George H. 
Clark, of exhibit car fame, were im the 
city yesterday and were jnterviewed by «@ 
Constitution reporter. 

Mr. Land is the gentleman who was asso- 
ciated with the well known Texas exhibit 
cars and he leaves here in a few days for 
a 7,000-mile trip through the western, north- 
ern and eastern states with his last euter- 
prise, which is an exhibit car represenUng 
the mineral and agricultural resources of 
the mineral district of North Georgia and 
Alabama. Mr. QOtark is the chief engineer 
of the East and West railroad, a mining 
engineer and mineralogist, and accompan- 
ies Mr. Land on the car as an expert. 

Tne Exhibit Car. 

To the reporter Mr. Land and Mr. 
Clark spoke most euthusiastically of the 
car and its mission. 

“The car will eave bere,” said Mr. Land, 
“about December Ist.and will go first to 
the Augusta exposition at the urgent so- 
licitation of Messrs. Waddell and Walsh, 
the president, respectively, of the state 
fair and Augusta exposition, when it will 
be run directly into the grounds and will 
form a very unique and instructive exhibit 
in itself. After the conclusion of the ex- 
position, it will return to Atlanta and leave 
for its long journey to the north and west. 
The car is now in the E. and W. shops 
ar Cedartown being painted and prepared 
with cabinet shelving for the installation of 
the exhibits. The finish of the car will be 
unique. It painted white with trim- 
wings of gold and aluminum, and carries 
on one side a large painting of a Georgia 
cotton field scene, and on the other one, 
of a Georgia iron mine. It will bear on 
its wiso, in handsome letters, the 
inscription “Exhibit Car, Mineral and Agri- 
cultural Resources of the. Mineral District 
of North Georgia and Alabama.” ‘The 
trucks and running gear will be red with 
black striping. Inside it will be fitted up 
very attractively, indeed, and when it re- 
ceives its load of minerals and agricultural 
exhibits and is finally ready to leave here, 
it will be a novelty in the shape of a Car 
never before carried behind a locomotive, 
and will be a fitting exponent of the varied 
wealth of Georgia, which will be an object 
lesson capital can hardly fail to understand:

Dock Almond Stabs Jordan Chambers on 
the Public Road 


CARROLL HAS A BLOODY TRAGEDY. 


The Man Who Killed Had Almost 
Reached His e—His Slayer Has 
Been Putin Jail. 


Carrollton, Ga., November 21.—(Special.) 
Lst night at 10 o'clock near Hollingsworth S$ 
distillery, six miles south of this city, 
Dock Almon stabbed and killed Jordan 
Chambers in the public road within three 
hundred yards of Chambers’s house. Dock 
Almon, Jordan Chambers, ‘Luna Dale, 
Tom Chapel, Joe Almon, brother of Dock, 
and two negro boys were on their way 
from a country store when Dock Almon 
and Chambers began to quarrel. Joe Al- 
mon and Chapel had gone on ahead and 
did not see the killing, but Dale and the 
two negoes were along with Almon and 
Chambers when the stabbing took place. 
They tled immediately after the fight. 

Joe Almon and Chapel, thinking some- 
thing might have gone. wrong, turned back 
and, to their great surprise, found Cham- 
bers alone. He was tying bleeding and 
dying on the side of the road. 

Dale states that Almon threatened to cut 
Chambers’s head off when Chambers re- 
marked: “Dock you won't cut me. 1 am 
the best friend you have got.” Almon 
struck him and Dale, being a boy, turned 
to leave, but says he heard other licks. 
Dale was followed to his home by Almor, 
who tried to get him to come vut. He 
refused. Ajimon then went to the house 
of Mr. Turner*to stay all night, but Turner, 
finding thac he wes drunk, refused to let 
him stay. Almon walked off, but returned 
and told Turner that somebody was hurt 
and that Jordan Chambers was the last 
man he was with. At the sume time he 
pulled a knife out of his pocket with a 
blade four or five inches in length which 
had blood on it. Blood was also seen Ou 
his wrist and right hand. 

Coroner Cole beld an inquest this morn- 
ing. ‘The jury returned a verdict of mur- 
der. Sheriff Hewitt was sent for and 
about Oclock had Almon «a prisoner.
